Lion's Share of Honors In Aero 
Meet Go to Grahame-White 


THE BOSTON LIGHT FLIGHTS 


Won Against Time Without a Single 
Competitor—Wright Team Second | 
In. Points, Smashing World’s Rec- 
ord For Accuracy In on 

Accident to Life or Limb During 


Many Exciting Contests 


Boston, Sept. 14.—The great Har- 
vard-Boston aero meet has closed, as 
far as the official contests are con- 
cerned. 

Never in the history of aviation has 
there been a more successful meet 
financially. So successful has it been 
that exhibitions will be held today and 
tomorrow. 

And this first financially successful 
aero meet was “captured” by the Eng- 
lishman, Claude Grahame-White, who 
scored more points than all the other 
aviators combined, and carried away 
in prizes twice as much money as the 
“field” of contestants. 

The Boston Globe prize of $10,000 
for the race twice around Boston light 
he won without a single competitor, 
against time, leaving a record of 33 
miles in 34 minutes 1 1-5 seconds for 
future aviators to try to better—an 
exhibition of speed never before seen 
in America for the distance. 

The prize of $3000 for the best speed 
laps also went to Grahame-White with 
a record for the course of 5.25 miles 
in 6 minutes 1 second. In the altitude, 
duration and distance events he won 
second money, $1000 each for dura- 
tion and distance and $2000 for alti- 
tude. 

In the bomb dropping contest, in- 
vented in this country, and never be- 
fore tried by Grahame-White, he won | 
the only prize, $5000, with twice as 
good a score as his nearest competi- 
tor. 

In all Grahame-White will take 
away with him $22,100 in prize mon- 
ey, in addition to the $7500 guarantee. | 
And by carrying passengers he has 
cleared nearly $2000 expense money. 

Not only did the English aviator 
capture the lion’s share of points, 
prizes and honors, but he set a pace 
for American aviators that prevented | 
the meet from becoming tiresome, and 
put himself out to entertain the crowds 
when an ascent meant risk to his life 
and his machines. 

Against the showing of Grahame- 
White, the field of American aviators 
pales. The Wright team, Brookins 
and Johnstone, with the two biplanes | 
that showed great efficiency, carried 
away $9250 in all, first prize in five 
events and second prize in two. 

These prizes, three of which were 
for the Wright specialties, were alti- 
tude, duration, distance, slow lap, 
«both prizes, and both prizes for ac- 
curacy. 

It was by the Wright team that the 
only world’s record was smashed at 
the meet, that of accuracy in landing. 
Ralph Johnstone established a new 
world's record for accuracy of 5 feet 
4 inches. He also established a new 
American record for duration and dis- 
tance by remaining in the air 185 min- 
utes and 40 seconds, covering a dis- 
tance of 101 miles 389 feet.

Joilet, Ils., Sept. 12.—In a futile 
attempt to escape, convicts in the 
[Ilinois state prison here fired a ware- 
house filled with excelsior, and the 
bullding was destroyed. 


German Airship Wrecked as Craft Is 
Entering its Shed 

Baden-Baden, Sept. 15.—The Ger- 
man dirigible balloon Zeppelin VI, 
while entering her shed was blown up 
by an explosion of the motor in the 
rear gondola. Three of the airship’s 
crew were seriously injured. 

The Zeppelin VI was under charge 
of the Passenger Airship company, 
having replaced in the passenger ser- 
vice the recently wrecked Deutsch- 
land. She was transferred from 
Friedrichshaten to this place and 
proved to be the speediest of her type. 
The dirigible was reconstructed to 
carry ten passengers and during the 
last few days had made trips to vari- 
ous places. 

The accident occurred as the di- 
rigible was being slowly worked into 
her shed here. There was a sharp 
report, a flash of flames, and in a 
moment the immense fabric of silk 
Canvas was afire. The crew tumbled 
over the sides of the airship, barely 
escaping with their lives. 

This is the fifth serlous accident 
which has befallen the Zeppelin di- 
rigibles, the histories of which have 
been brilliant but brief, and usually 
ending in disaster. 


FINE DIPLOMACY © 


How Germany Got $40,000,000 Once 
Held by Former Sultan 

London, Sept. 14.—A_ telegram 
from Salonika throws new light on 
the recent purchase by Turkey of two 
antiquated German battleships for 
$45,000,000. It will be remembered 
that the Ottoman government recently 
failed to recover the balance of ex- 
Sultan Abdul Hamid’s fortune, which 
was lying in German banks. 

German diplomacy proved more 
amenable than German law, and the 
government accepted for the battle- 
ships $40,000,000 of Abdul Hamid’s 
money, which was practically in Ger- 
man possession, calling on the Otto- 
man exchequer only for the balance. 

The transaction is highly pleasing 
to both parties. Turkey has been 
able to make use of the deposed sul- 
tan’s money, while Germany has been 
able to sell two obsolete warships and 
to obtain prompt payment for them. 


SAYS CHANLER STILL 
_ LOVES GAVALIERI 


| But Lawyer Admits That There 


Is a “Financial Difference” 


New York, Sept. 13.—The first ad- 
mission from an authoritative source 
that there had been financial differ- 
ences between Robert W. Chanler and 
his famous bride, Mme. Lina Cava- 
Heri, who just at this time are on op- 
posite sides of the ocean, came from 
Sydney Harris, Chanler’s counsel, 
when he was asked if there had beer 
an ante-nuptial agreement between 
Chanler and Cavalieri. 

“There was,” replied the attorney, 
“but I will not say how much money 
was involved in the agreement. Thai 
is a matter that may come out later, 
but we are hoping that this unpleas- 
ant matter may be settled without any 
litigation. 

“Mr. Chanler still loves Mme. 
Cavalieri; that is, he still thinks he 
loves her,” said the lawyer. “Aside 
from this financial difference they are 
on good terms.”

XVi.—Treatment of 
Floors and Windows. 


By EDITH G. CHARLTON, 
In Charge of Domestic Economy, lowa

FTER the plan of rooms has 
been decided upon and the 
walls have been decorated with 
colors and materials iu accord- 

ance with the governing principles of 
light, harmony and general fitness the 
next point to consider in house fur- 
nishing is the floor. The new house of 
modern design will probably have 
floors of hardwood, and some varie- 
tles are so beautiful in themselves that 
the necessary treatment is very sim- 
ple. A primmg or filling coat of shel- 
lac to preserve the wood and cover up 
cracks, followed by one or more coats 
of wax rubbed down until it has the 
beautifully smooth, unpolished surface 
so much liked at the present time, 
makes the best floor finish. A very 
good preparation for waxing is made 
as follows; Melt one pound of wax 
slowly over hot water. When quite 
soft remove from fire and beat into it 
one pint of turpentine. If a soft finish 
is desired add one cupful of paraffin 
oll before using. When ready to apply 
have the wax melted and the floor free 
from dust. If there are any stains on 
the floor remove them before applying 
the wax. A strong solution of oxalic 
acid will remove black or almost any 
discoloration from wood, but it will 
also remove the staining substance, 
and this must be restored before wax- 
ing. When the floor is perfectly clean 
moisten a piece of flannel with the 
soft wax and rub the floor all over, 
using more wax as necessary. Let the 
wax remain on the floor for an hour or 
more, then polish with a stiff woolen 
cloth, piece of old carpet or soft leath- 
er or a weighted brush made for the 
purpose. : 
Do not use water on waxed or oiled 
floors unless you wish to remove:all 
the finish and replace it with a new 
one. The daily care need be nothing 
more than sweeping with a soft hair 
brush, then wiping with a dust mop. 
Once a week all spots should be re-

moved with turpentine and the floor 
wiped with a cloth saturated with the 
waxing substance. 

An oak stain for pine or whitewood 
floors may be made as follows: Two 
cups of boiled ofl, one and one-half 
cups of turpentine, three tablespoon- 
fuls of raw umber, three tablespoon- 
fuls of whiting. Mix very thoroughly, 
A good cherry stain is made of the 
sanie ingredients, substituting burnt 
sienna for the raw umber and using a 
little less whiting. When floors have 
been given one or two coats of stain 
they may be waxed according to the 
directions given above. 

Carpets and Rugs. 

Old floors can be painted and then 
oiled, or they may be treated with any 
desired floor preparations that are on 
the market. The hardwood or painted 
floor is much preferable to any carpet, 
though to make the furnishing of a 
room complete some covering is neces- 
sary. This would better be one good 
sized rug or several smaller ones, de- 
pending on the size and character of 
the room, The color of the rugs should 
harmonize with the color used on the 
wall or in draperies, but it should be 
considerably stronger in tone than el- 
ther or both the others. 

One large rug is more satisfactory 
for a dining room than several small 
ones, and the room which has walls 
decorated with borizontal lines, as it 
may be to give the effect of lowering 
the ceiling, should have a single rug 
on the floor; otherwise such a room 
will have a patchy appearance. Most 
people have learned that for sanitary 
reasons the floor covering, whatever it 
may be, should not extend from wall 
to wall nor be securely tacked down, 
to be removed only once a year or less 
frequently. Yet there are some house- 
keepers who cling to the old fashioned 
carpet without realizing the dangers 
there may be from germs thriving in 
the accumulated dust. The artistic 
house shcld be’ h_..lthful also, and 
th:3 will be largely accomplished when 
there is just a: little opportunity as 
possible for germs to develop in it. 
Sunlight, fresh air and freedom from 
dust give the L-st assurance that dis- 
ease germs are not hiding in our 
homes, while thick carpets, wool dra- 
peries and heavily curtained windows 
are likely breeding places for them. 


Nowadays these things are not con- 
sidered either artistic or beautiful. 
Draperies and Window Curtains. 
Femininity loves soft draperies much 
more than the average man dislikes 
them, so as long as woman is the pre- 
siding genius in the home she will 
have them at windows and doors. Cer- 
tainly they do add the finishing touch 
to a home, the final touch without 
which a room never seems quite com- 
plete, no matter how well chosen are 


| its appointments. But a word of cau- 


tion is necessary in regard to draperies 
both for artistic and sanitary reasons. 
Window curtains should not be so 
heavy or numerous that they shut out 
air and sunlight. Woo! draperies and 
portieres should be avoided in rooms 
that are to be much used, because wool 
fabrics catch and hold dust more than 
any other material, For. living rooms 
and dining room silk or linen draperies 
are the best when expense need not 
be figured too closely, but there is such 
a big variety of cotton fabrics display- 
ing beauty in both design and color- 
ing that one need not buy the more 
costly silks unless one prefers them. 

In color portieres and draperies 
should harmor:.e with both walls and 
floors and should be a tone midway 
between the two. The long folds of 
the straight hanging drapery afte much 
more beautiful than the looped and 
festooned arrangements which were 
popular a few years ago and which are 
still used by some professional. uphol- 
sterers. Window curtains should come 
just to the lower edge of the casement 
and: not to the floor or spread out a 
yard or two on the floor, after the 
fashion of recent years. A single pair 
of window curtains made of thin ma- 
terial, either plain or trimmed and 
hung in long straight lines, with side 
curtains to match the portieres, is the 
best trimming for any window from 
every point of view. If the window is 
very wide, making more than one pair 
of curtains necessary, there may be an 
overdrapery from the top as well as 
the sides. This should not extend 
down too far. : 

In selecting draperies keep two 
points firmly fixed in mind—first, don’t 
use flowered drapery with a flowered 
wall and don’t buy heavy, unwashable 
hangings for bedrooms. Such mate- 
rials are entirely out of harmony with 
the whole idea of bedroom simplicity. 
For a flowered or much figured wall 
no curtains are prettier than plain 
white muslin or net made with wide 
hems or finished with a ruffle. For a 
bedroom with plain wall decoration a 
white curtain with a flowered inner 
curtain draped at the side of the win- 
dow is very effective. 


Furniture and Where to Put It. 

One important rule to observe in 
buying furniture for any part of the 
house is that it be of good quality, 
built on simple lines and suitable for 
the service it is intended to give. The 
living room should have comfortable, 
substantial furniture—not too much of 
it, yet enough to meet the require- 


‘| ments of the family, The table should 


be large enough and strong enough to 
support the weight of the books, maga- 
zines and other articles which may be 
brought to it. The frail table, which 
looks as if it might go to pieces if sub- 
jected to greater weight than that of 
a vase of flowers or a book, may be 
permissible in the reception room, but 
is entirely out of place in the living 
room, where the family has its seyeral | 
pleasures and interests. The chairs, 


‘+_too, in this room should be comforta- 


ble, strong and sufficiently varied in 
size and style to suit every one from 
grandfather to the little child. Furni- 
ture for the living room, especially the 
chairs, should not be cumbersome. 
There can be strength without unnec- 
essary weight, such as is often found 
in the so called “mission” furniture. 
The lines and general composition of 
this kind of furniture are good, and 
the popularity of the style has done 
much to revive simplicity in furnish- 
ing, but occasionally we find pieces 
that are unwieldy and awkward to 
move. 

In the dining room the same rules 
should be followed; also adding to it 
that in this room the furniture should 
be limited to that required for serving 
and partaking of meals. A dining ta- 
ble, six or eight chairs, a sideboard or 
buffet and a serving table are really 
all the pleces necessary in the room, 
and unless there is an unusual amount 
of space to spare no more should be 
added. If possible the furniture in 
the dining room should be of one style 
and one finish. Odd pieces spoil the 
attractiveness of the room, It is a 
good idea when practicable to have 
the woodwork in the dining room and 
its furniture match. For instance, a 
room finished in old English oak may 
have old English furniture, and this, 
with a dull yellow or pomegranate wall 
decoration, is most effective in a north 
room. Do not crowd any room with 
superfluous furniture. There should 
be enough chairs, sufficient tables and 
one or more comfortable couches, but 
exaggerated creations in the way of 
seats, centerpieces and whatnots are 
not in good taste. 

The bedroom furniture should be 
chosen with an eye to fitness and com- 
fort rather than fashion. A plain 
brass or enameled iron bedstead, 
dressing table or bureau, small table, 
one or two chairs, a washstand and a 
couch are ample for any room the 
prime use of which fs rest and sleep. 
I would include a couch—a simple 
homemade affair will fill every require- 
ment—in every bedroom, It tempts 
one for the ten minute nap during the 
day which might never be thought of 
were there only a trim white bed in 
the room, and this little rest means 
added years to one's life. ‘ 

The bed is the principal furniture in 
the sleeping room and should repre- 
gent the largest amount of money. 
Have homemade dressers and tables if 
you must do without every luxury if 
need be, but bave a good bed.

The latest figures give Plaisted’s plu- 
rality as 8747. The vote was: Plais- 
ted, 73,763; Fernald, 64,916. 

The latest returns in the congres- 
sional fight show: 

First district, Asher C, Hinds, Re- 


| publican, elected by 575. 


Second district, Daniel J, McGilli- 
cuddy, Democrat, elected by 3000. 

Third district, Samuel W. Gould, 
Democrat, elected by 2200. 

Fourth district, Frank EB. Guern- 
sey, Republican, elected by about 
800. 

The Democrats have elected eighty- 
four representatives, and the Repub- 
licans sixty-three, out of a total house 
membership of 151. This gives the 
Democrats a majority of the lower 
branch. j 

Since they have a majority of eleven 
in the senate, the Democrats are sure 
of controlling a joint convention of 
both branches of the _ legislatufe, 
which will elect a United States sena- 
tor to succeed Senator Hale. 


state senators show the Democrats 
will occupy twenty-one out of thirty- 
one seats in the Maine senate. The 
last senate, two years ago, was com- 
posed of twenty-three Republicans and 
eight Democrats. 

As the legislature is captured by the 
Democrats it seems more than likely 
it will mean a probable resubmission 
to the people of the vexed prohibitory 
law and a chance for local option in 
the sale of intoxicating liquors, 

The Sturgis act, which has proved 
so obnoxious to many and was de- 
nounced in the Democratic platform, 
can be repealed.

The legislature will choose a suc- 
cessor to Senator Hale and give Maine 
her first Democratic senator since 
1863 and New England the first since 
the election of William D. Eaton in 
Connecticut in the late '70’s. 

Half a dozen candidates for the sen- 
atorship bave sprung into the field, 
Charles F. Johnson of Waterville, 
Lindley M. Staples of Washington, 
William M. Pennell of Brunswick, 
who gave Asher C..

Curtis of Portland, John C. Scates of 
Westbrook and James C. Hamlen of

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GOTHAM BANKS — 
ARE TRIMMED 


Ease In Securing Loans Causes 


Hop Dealer’s Downfall 
PLEADS GUILTY OF LARCENY 
Sum Named in Complaint Is Only 

$10,000, but Two Banks Have Lost 
at Least $175,000, While Others 
Lose Various Sums—Merchant Kept 


$300,000 “in the Air” by Juggling 
Loans In Different Banks 


New York, Sept. 15.—Adolph 
Rothbarth of the firm of Martin Roth- 
barth & Co., hop dealers, with offices 
in London, Frankfort and St. Peters- 
burg, pleaded guilty to the larceny 
of $10,000 from the Mercantile Na- 
tional bank and was held for trial in 
an equal amount of bail. 

He had been under the surveillance 
forty-eight hours, and his arrest oc- 
curred after a long conference between 
the district attorney’s office and a 
coterie of bankers with whom he has 
had dealings. 

“Your Honor,” said the assistant 
district attorney in charge of the case, 
“although the specific sum. named in 
thie complaint is only $10,000, the 
acteal amount this bark alone has lost 
wi come to more than $100,000, but 
I ask only this small bail because the 
prrsoner has admitted that he did 
wrong and promises to afford the 
prosecution every aid in his power.” 

The money went in speculation, ac- 
cording to Rothbarth’s own admission. 
“I was squeezed in the panic ol 
1907,” he said, “and began to get 
loans from the banks. It was so easy 
that I kept.on.” 

F. 8. Schenk, president of the Lib- 
erty National bank, gave out a state- 
ment of the bank’s dealings with Roth- 
barth. “We have not thought it 
necessary to prosecute,” he said, “in 
view of the action taken by the Mer- 
cantile National bank, but none the 
less we also are out $75,000. Ol 
course, we shall take action to get 
back as much of it as we can from 
the firm. 

“We have been doing business with 
Martin Rothbarth & Co. for more 
than three years. The loans given to 
Adolph Rothbarth in behalf of his firm 
cover a period of about that time. 
The loans made were varying amounts, 
but in January, 1910, they were ali 
paid up. 

“Later Rothbarth began borrowing 
again. On a statement made by him 
on Aug. 31, that these credits of the 
firm aggregated $1,200,000, we ad- 
vanced him $75,000. When we learned 
later that he had got loans from other 


‘banks, we investigated and found that 


the statement made to us was false. 
All the previous transactions had been 
very business-like.” 

Three other banks are said to be 
involved, but their names have not 
yet come out. It is said that by 
juggling loans among them, Roth- 
barth was able to keep as much as 
$300,000 in the air at once. He could 
not give the bail demanded and had 
to spend-the night in the Tombs.

‘RECORD BREAKER SCHOOL AT PHILLIPS 


New Teachers and Improved Plant Welcome Stu- 


dents. Williams Property for Younger 
Students - 


Phillips Academy began its 132d 
ear with entrance examinations on 

uesday of the current week, the reg- 
ular class-room work beginning on 
Thursday, At the present time man 
boys who expect to add to their col- 
lege preliminary lists at the fall en- 
trance examinations have not yet re- 
ported, so that the full registration 
cannot be reported for some time, 
The enrollment to date, however, in- 
dicates that all previous records. in 
attendance are to be surpassed, Ap- 
proximately fifty more new boys 
have registered than was the case at 
the same time last year, when the 
numbers were well ahead of previous 
years. It seems evident, too, that the 
number of old boys who are return- 
ing is considerably larger than last 
year. It is a question whether ac- 
commodations within the regular 
school precincts will be sufficient to 
take care of the number of applicants. 
So far as can be learned, every avail- 
able room has been engaged, and a 
number of boys are still unable to 
Secure accommodations. A few will 
doubtless drop out as a result of en- 
trance examinations, and it is ex- 
pected that the vacancies thus occa- 
sioned will be sufficient to provide for 
those who are waiting. 

On the faculty several changes of 
importance are noted. Of the regu- 
lar teaching force, Mr, Matthew S. 
McCurdy and Mr. Frederick E. New- 
ton, both of the mathematical depart- 
ment, are spending the year in travel 
and study abroad, Their places are 
egy filled by Mr. Oswald 
Tower, A.B., a graduate of Wesleyan 
University, and recently an instructor 
in Wilbraham Academy, and’ Harold 
B. Garland, A.B., a recent graduate 
of Harvard. 

Mr. Claude M. Fuess, of the Eng- 
lish department, is to complete his 
post-graduate work at Columbia this 
year. Mr. Douglas G. Crawford, A. 
B., of Williams College, and recently 
an instructor in Lake Forest Acad- 
emy, Lake Forest, Illinois, is to take 
his place. 

Herr Fritz Hellmuth, the Prussian 
Exchange Teacher of the past year, 
has returned to Germany, leaving be- 
hind him a host of friends. His place 
was to have been taken by Dr, Carl 
Richter, who received, the appoint- 
ment from the Prussian government, 
but who very recently has been 
obliged -to cancel the arrangement, 
It is expected that a new appoint-, 
ment will very soon be made. 

After a year’s study at Oxford, Mr, 
W. H. Lillard returns to the Acad- 
emy to take up his old position in the 
English department. Incidentally, 
Mr. Lillard will also look after the 
interests of the football squad. 

Mr. Gray H, Wyman, A.B., a grad- 
uate of Brown University, and recent- 
ly an instructor’ in the Concord 
School, has; been added to ‘the facult 
as an extra man. Mr. Wyman will 
do some regular work, chiefly in 
Latin, but it is expected that his main 
duties will consist of special work 
with boys who need personal. atten- 
tion in individual subjects in order to 


permit them to maintain the pace of 
the larger classes. 

By the recent purchase of the 
estate of Professor Edward H. Wil- 
liams, Jr., on Phillips street, closely 
adjoining the Academy, Phillips 
Academy comes into possession of a 
most valuable piece of property. The 
extremely generous terms offered the 
trustees by Mr. Williams, himself a 
graduate. and loyal friend of the 
school,, make this acquisition practi- 
cally a most generous benefaction— 
one of the most substantial, in fact, 
that the school has ever received. 
The fact that the property was se- 
eured only a week before the school 
feng opened. rendered it impossible 
or the: trustees to carry out fully the 
lans which they hope to follow in 
its. future development. Its main 
purpose, however, will be to provide 
accommodations for the younger boys 
of the school, and the main’ gen, 4 
itself is admirably adapted for suc 
a purpose.’ The house, which is large 
and modern in every respect, will fur- 
nish most attractive quarters for be- 
tween 30 and 40 boys. It will provide 
also common study, play and reading 
rooms. By another year it is expect- 
ed that board for those rooming in 
the house will also be furnished. By 
location, construction and arrange- 
ment it is doubtful whether a build- 
ing could have been erected better 
adapted: to this particular purpose, 
and its possession will permit the 
trustees to carry out their long-cher- 
ished desire of furnishing for the 
younger boys of the school, condi- 
tions and accommodations which will 
best meet their special needs, and as 
a result of which the lower classes of 
the school may be substantially 
strengthened. In spite of the: very 
recent date of taking possession, the 
school has been able to locate’ from 
15 to 20 boys in the house for the 
current school year. The house will 
be in charge of Mr, W. H. Lillard and 
his wife, who are peculiarly fitted for 
the special responsibilities and duties 
that the supervision of the house will 
entail. 

The extensive repairs in Clement 
House, and the elimination of the ell 
in the rear, have greatly improved the 
appearance and facilities of this house, 
which is still to be used by the work- 
ing boys of the school. : 

Burne the summer, the heating 
plant on the east side of the. street, 
formerly located under the church, 
has, been connected with the main 
plant across the street, and the boil- 
er under the chttrch has been re- 
moved. The necessity of this change 
has been felt for a long while, but 
the expense involved has delayed its 
execution. The trustees were led to 
act. at this time, both from the con- 
vietion that in the end the arrange- 
_meat -would prove economical, and 
because it was: found ‘that the pres- 
ence of ‘the boiler in the basement of 
the church was seriously injuring the 
new organ in the chapel. Hereafter, 
‘all of the ‘school buildings on both 
sides of the street will be heated 
from one central plant.

_ It was my pleasure to once 
again visit the old home town and 
naturally spend a day at 8 ett’s 
pond. A “chip of the old block” 
must of course use most of that day 
fishing. 
And it was a bully day! With Mr. 
Crowley I arrived at Haggett’s about 
8 am. Bait was scarce... Probably 
most of your readers are acquainted 
with nature and her workings, but 
for the benefit of those who are not 
it might interest them to know that 
on account of the cold spell early in 
Aes the eggs of both frog and grass- 
opper were killed; thus the scarcity 
of both compared with other years. 
However, on the shore of Burtt’s 
Cove we secured some two dozen 
frogs and were soon fishing. 
A ripping breeze was blowing di- 
rectly into the cove. Bass follow a 
breeze, as all particles of food are 
carried with it. While the breeze 
lasted we succeeded in landing eight 
pretty bass. 
Right here let me state to the An- 
dover fishermen that the Haggett’s 
pond bass are the gamiest bass in the 
east. Just home from a record catch 
of 1231 bass—taken mostly on the 
Ay, and catight in Maine’s greatest 
black bass section—you vealllacknowl- 
edge I have some right for the above 
statement, Not only is your bass the 
gamiest, but he has two other qual- 
ities that-tend to make him a treas- 
ure. 
He is a clean bass and very 
healthy. Too much praise cannot be 
given to your summer people who 
have cottages on the shore of this 
pond. In passing by these’ cabins I 
took particular interest in the neat- 
ness around their docks, It is such 
cleanliness which keeps the water so 
pure. - 
The chief purport of this letter is 
now at hand, Havin fished for 
salmon and trout in both Canada and 
Maine, I am positive that these two 
kingly fish can live and live well in 
Haggett’s pond. I shall endeavor to 
give five good reasons why they can. 
1. Haggett’s pond is fed by 


pprings. 

2. The depth: of water off the 
pumping station is plenty for their 
existence in warm weather. 

3. The pang. shiner—their natural 
food, is plentiful, . 

4. The sand and pebbly shore is 
clean and pure. 

5. Your law allowing but a resi- 
dent to fish, would. give them a 
chance to increase in numbers. 

The years have rolled by so quick- 
ly that I do not know of any ‘par- 
ticular individual to appeal to; but 
this much I do know, that were Hag- 
gett’s ‘i in New Jersey I know a 
club of young men who would stock 
said pond with salmon and trout in 
the very near future. 

Just a word to the anglers—excuse 
me, I mean fishermen. You know an 
angler is he who catches his fish 
scientifically, with flies, while a fish- 
erman catches them any old way at 
all, sir. 

Give up the old idea of using six 
or eight set lines—use a light five- 
ounce bamboo rod and give your fish 
a chance for his life. The real pleas- 
ure in angling is not to secure a mess 
of the finny tribe, buits.to learn to 
catch the wary one by methods al- 
together sportsmanlike. »

McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


What They Said 


It is like the shifting scenes in a 
theatre to think of what was said by 
stand patters when the Dingley bill 
was being discussed in Congress, and 
put it alongside of the discussions 
on the Payne-Aldrich bill. They say 
that the aay soon forgets what has 
been said or done, and wants some- 
thing new. 

The advocates of the high tariff 
in the Dingley bill said that we. would 
have everything cheaper by putting 
on higher duties than in the obnox- 
ious Wilson bill. They quoted the 
case of steel rails being much lower 
in price since we made them for our- 
selves. They said that cotton cloth 
was cheaper after being taxed, and so 
on, etc., ete’ The tin plate we got 
from Wales would be cheaper after 
a duty was put on it. Every farmer 
would keep sheep after the wool com- 
ing in from Australia was kept out of 
the country. 

The New York Tribune wrote long 
leaders to tell us that by putting a 
duty on raw flax we would grow it 
for ourselves, spin and weave in into 
cloth and have it cheaper than what 
we were now importing. I could go 
on telling more of what they said, 
but I think I have said enough to 
show the drift of their arguments. 

There was at the same time the 
free trade end of the argument by a 
party not all Democrats or Socialists, 
who said that we required no tariff 
as we could manufacture all kinds of 

oods cheaper than the ignorant 

uropean workers could, do. 

It was amusing to anyone who 
knew the facts of the case to hear 
the ravings of this so-called free 
trade party. Let me give two in- 
stances of this. I was told that the 
cotton mills here produced more 
weight of cotton per spindle than in 
England, and therefore no duty was 
needed. I was told that a cotton 
loom produced more cloth and that 
no duty was required to protect the 
American workman or manufacturer. 

A little knowledge is a dangerous 
thing. Yes, it is true that more 
weight of cotton per spindle is pro- 
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duced here than in England. .Why? 
simply because the size of the yarn 
we generally make is coarser. I may 
put it thus to an outsider who does 
not know details, In our flax mills 
here the average size or number of 
yarn will be 3600 yards to the 
ound. In. Belfast the average 
ength to a pound will be four times 
as much, 14,400 yards. You can 
easily see that to say that American 
mills can give more weight per 
spindle (as the yarn is not the same) 
is simply ridiculous. In the one case 
two pounds per ee ts ten hours, 
while in the Belfast_mills only one- 
half pound per spindle. If the Amer- 
ican spinner made the same class of 
goods, the one-half pound per spindle 
would be the weight produced, same 
as in Belfast. : 

In weaving cloth the same thing is 
true, as generally a finer class of 
goods are made in England. One can 
easily see that a shuttle can only run 
at a certain speed, no faster here than 
anywhere else. If cloth has only 30 
threads to the inch in weft, you 
will weave more yards in ten hours 
than making cloth with 50 threads 
or throws of the shuttle per inch: I 
give these details to outsiders, not to 
men who know. 

I have little space left to ask the 
New York Tribune what the result 
of putting a duty on flax fiber has 
up till now been. We are not grow- 
ing flax for fiber. We are not weav- 
ing all our own linen. I paid toda 
twelve cents a yard for linen that 
can buy in France for seven cents. 
The absurd twenty dollars a ton on 
flax just gives the Belfast spinner 
who pays no duty the advantage, and 
if he requires thirty tons weekly he 
has nearly one thousand dollars every 
‘week less to pay for his raw material 
than the American spinner, as not 
only the duty, but freight and 
charges must be paid by the Ameri- 
can.

IAN McDOUGALL, 
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PSALM XXXV 


cenit 
Written for the Townsman 


How like our life’s vicissitudes is 
our. progress from Psalm to Psalm. 
Two weeks ago we found our poet 
on the mountain top, exhilarated with 
celestial air, and filled with peace. 
Our next Psalm was jubilant with 
praise; but now the cry is from the 
depths—a threefold supplication, like 
the prayer of Jesus in the garden. 
Like his, the Psalmist’s life is in 
peril and himself the victim of in- 
sulting and _ slanderous tongues, 
charged with crimes against which 
his whole life was a protest, As Saul 
himself confessed with temporary 
tears (1 Samuel 24:17) Sin is always 
and everywhere hostile to goodness, 
and cannot let it alone. 

He who was declared by a voice 
from heaven to be the beloved Son 
was “despised and rejected of men,” 
opposed in his endeavors for their 
good and hunted to a disgraceful 
death. From such persecution David 
appeals to God for justification and 
deliverance. ‘Fight against them 
that fight against me with shield and 
Plead my cause against 
those by whom I am. slanderously 
accused.” “Say to my soul, I am 
thy salvation” (Vs, 1-3). 

His own vindication and deliver- 
ance, and the honor of Jehovah as 
well, seemed possible only in the de- 
struction of his adversaries, and this 
he invokes and describes in an awful 
picture of panic and destruction, 
“surpassed in no literature,” a remin- 
iscence perhaps of what he had wit- 
nessed in one of those terrible dis- 
plays of Jehovah’s power upon the 
enemies of his people, “Let them 
be as chaff before the whirlwind, Let 
their way be dark and slippery. Let 
the angel of Jehovah pursue and 
thrust them down. For without cause 
they have laid for me their net. Let 
destruction come without warning. 
Let the net. which he hid catch him- 
self (4-8) 

Here the first part of the Psalm 
ends with an ascription of praise: 
My soul shall be joyful in Jehovah. 
Who is like unto thee? Vs. 9, 10, 

But what shall we say to such mal- 
edictions upon the page of inspira- 
tion, in contrast to the prayer of 
Jesus, and his first martyr Stephen, 
“Father, forgive them,” “Lord, lay 
not this sin to their charge”? There 
are three other Psalms containing 
imprecations equally severe and in 
greater number, the ninth, the sixty- 
ninth, and the one hundred and ninth 
(We may consider the whole ques- 
tion later on). We need just now in 
public sentiment a toning up of the 
conviction that the wicked must not 
o unpunished, the recognition of an 
implanted instinct, such as when a 
viper fastened upon the hand of Paul, 
led the savage people to exclaim, 
This prisoner has escaped the sea, 
but the avenging fury cannot suffer 
him to live. 

The anger of David was not un- 
righteous in its quality. It was a 
zeal for God, but not according to 
knowledge. His whole career shows 
an abhorrence of cruelty and revenge 
remarkable for the age in which he 
lived. Witness his thankfulness to 
the wife of Nabal, who pacified and 
held him back from the slaughter to 
which he was prompted by the in- 
solent ingratitude of her foolish hus- 
band, and many similar instances. 
It was a time of ignorance, in which 
God could overlook things which 
must be thoroughly condemned un- 
der the Christian dispensation. 

The second stanza and the third 
like the first, end with ascriptions of 
thanksgiving and praise. he cry 
breaks forth again, not in failing 
faith, but he would strengthen him- 
self in the Lord. It is a relief to pour 
our troubles into kindly ears, and to 
detail to them all the particulars of 
our distress. Oh that men would 
realize what a friend we have in 
Jesus, more willing to listen, more 


| feady to sympathize, and more eager 


to help than any merely human 
friend can be. As John’s disciples 
buried the headless trunk of their 
beloved master, “and went and told 
Jesus,’ so may we cast all our care 
upon him, for he careth for us. — 
The Psalmist now sets forth with 
new emphasis and more explicitly 
the causelessness of the wrongs he 
suffered, and the ingratitude of their 
perpetrators. The recital brings to 
mind his loneliness, and he cries, 
“My soul is bereaved. I who have 
helped these adversaries, who have 
felt for them the affection of a 
brother, who have consoled them in 
their sorrow with prayers and tears, 
am stripped as them of all the com- 
forts of life. They have made me an 
outcast; shut out from citizenship 
and from the worship of the temple; 
my brethren scattered, my parents 
sent for refuge to the king of Moab, 
my wife given to another. My fail- 
ure is their fun, They are not only 
indifferent; they glory in my extrem- 
ity. Not. only rejoice over me, but 
ridicule. They stir up the ‘abjects’ 
to make sport of my trouble. Lord, 
cog long wilt thou look on?” Vs, 15- 


18. 

The third stanza has more of 
prayer than of complaint. He turns 
from their taunts to God. “They 
opened their mouths against me and 
said also our eyes have seen it.” He 
replies, “This thou hast seen, O God, 
keep not silence.” “Be not far from 
me, Stir up thyself, let them not 
rejoice over me.” (21-23). Let them 
be clothed with shame that magnify 
themselves against me, Let them 
that favor my righteous cause say 
Let the Lord be magnified, 26, 27. 
And my tongue shall speak thy right- 
eousness and thy praise all the day 
long, 26, 28. 

There is space for two only of the 
many lessons of this Psalm. Notice 
the quieting influence of prayer. Con- 
trast the third stanza (19-28) with 
the first (24-26), with vs. 4-6. Usually 
language grows: sharper as we recount 
our wrongs. But here it is like the 
calm of a subsiding sea. The fierce- 
ness disappears, the agitation dies 
away. The soul softly falls back upon 
God and leaves things to him with a 
joyful confidence in his saving power. 

The second lesson is the uses of 
affliction. V. 22, “Keep not silence.” 
How frequently in the Psalms we 
meet this prayer to God. God is not 
silent when we do not hear him. He 
is waiting to be gracious and is won- 
derfully gracious while he waits. All 
becomes plain when once we recog- 
nize the mission of suffering. Paul 
says, I rejoice in my sufferings on 
your account that for my part I may 
fill up what is lacking of the suffer- 
ings of Christ for his body’s sake, 
which is the church, Col. 1: 24, 

At his conversion Jesus says of 
Paul, I will show him how. great 
things he must suffer for my name’s 
sake (Acts 9: 16). 

The world is saved by suffering. 
Even the Captain of our salvation 
learned obedience through the things 
which he suffered. Christ’s suffer- 
ings and death have an infinite value. 
Complete in themselves, they must 
not only be reported -but re-enacted 
in the persons of his followers, in 
every sticcessive generation. Thus 
Paul filled up those sufferings, not 
for his generation alone, but for all 
generations, in his letters and exam- 
ple. But suffering must always be 
in arrears, because the demand for 
it is ever new, The blood of the 
martyrs is the seed of the church. 

_We get hold of truth, especially di- 
vine truth, only by seeing it in action, 
It does not come to us with power 
by ee reading or hearing about 
it, even from the word of God, Ye 
are our epistle, says Paul, known 
and read of all men, and this is espe- 
cially true of the truth about suffer- 
ing. He. tells ts that God himself is 
understood by means of the things 
that are made, i.e., by what God has 
done. 

Suffering is service. All progress, 
political, social, spiritual, depends up-

It was Theophile Gautier who said 
vomething to the effect that if he 
thought that one line of the great mas- 
ter, Victor Hugo, was bad he would 
not acknowledge it to himself if he 
were alone at the bottom of a dark 
well. On another occasion Gautier 
spoke of Victor Hugo as “a new Moses 
fresh from Sinai, charged to deliver 
the tablets of the law.” Decidedly, 
Victor Hugo was a man who knew 
how to cast a spell upon those about 
him. For example, look at the follow- 
ing picture drawn in the “Souvenir sur 
Turgenieff;” 

“One evening Hugo’s admirers as- 
sembled in his drawing room, were 
competing with one another in ‘the 
eulogy of his genius, and the idea was 
thrown out, that the street in which 
he lived ought to bear his name. Some 
one suggested that the street was too 
small to be worthy of so great a poet, 
and the honor of bearing his name 
ought to be assigned to some more im- 
portant thoroughfare. Then they pro- 
ceeded to enumerate the most popular 
quarters of Paris, in an ascending 
scale, until one man exclaimed with 
enthusiasm that it would be an honor 
for the city of Paris itself to be re- 
ramed after the man of genius.

Fly Traps of Spiders’ Nests. 

| Spiders’ nests are used fn Mexico as 
fly traps. During the rainy season the 
| Villages are invaded by numbers of 
flies and other insects. To rid a house 
| of these pests the natives hang the 
' branch of a tree bearing a spider's nest 
|to a nail in the ceiling. The surface 
‘of the nest enlarges concentrically 
| after each capture of an insect, and it 
| exercises an irresistible attraction on 
flies. When a spider's nest is opened 
!$t 1s found to be filled with insects. 
Experiments made with paper nests 
so Manufactured as to be exact copies 
of the real nests show that flies will 
not enter them. Though very small 
and apparently insignificant, the in- 
| habitant of the mosquero attacks in- 
| sects far more, important in size than 
the largest housefly. The wasp is one 
of its favorite victims, and the wasp 
always gets the worst of the struggle.

A Silk Producing Caterpillar. 
In Assam, where the natives call it 
“eri,” a silk producing caterpillar has 
been used for silk spinning for cen-

One of its advantages is that its co- 
coons are not sealed like those of the 
common silkworm.

GOLD LEAF. 


Made Now Practically as it Was Made 
Nine Centuries Ago. 

In an article on gold leaf in the Mag- 
azine of Commerce John Mastin says 
that just as the date of the discovery 
of gold is too remote even to be guess- 
ed at so is the origin of gold leaf lost 
in antiquity. 

On some of the most ancient mum- 
mies discovered gold leaf has been used 
on the skin, tongue, teeth, etc., and 
in some instances on the coffins also. 
It also appears on tombs, monuments 
and the like, and, strange to say, 
though gilding with “thin sheets of 
hammered gold” and “skins of gold”— 
otherwise gold leaf—was known to be 
practiced at least in the eighth)nvu,: 
tury B. C., the process of bri. fo viond 
gold into these fine sheets or “skins” 
was, at any rate.in the eleventh cen- 
tury A. D., substantially the same as 
that used today, no advance whatever 
having been made in the intervening 
nine centuries. 


Further, on some of the Grecian pot- 


tery of the fifth ceniury the.gold leaf 
used is as thin as:that used today, so 
that in results obtained also we have 
not advanced in the least, but still keep 
practically to the same average thick- 
ness as that used on the Egyptian cof- 
fing.of the third century A. D. and 
most of the Greek vases of the fifth. 


; Brougham and Mulled Port. 

Ierd Brougham who as a member 
of the house of commons was a most 
abstemious man. upon his promotion 
to the peerage acquired less commend- 
able habits. During his long and im- 
passioned appeal to: the lords to, re- 
frain from rejecting the reform bill 
of 1832 “five tumblers of mulled port, 
with a dash of brandy, were brought 
to him at intervals.” When he came 
to his last sentence (“I warn you, I 
implore you—yea, on my bended knee 
I supplicate you—reject not this bill”) 
he knelt on the woolsack, whence he 
slipped to the floor. It is recorded in 
the “Lives of the Lord Chancellors” 
that “he remained some time as if in 
prayer, but his friends, alarmed lest 
he should be suffering from the effects 
of mulled port, picked him up and 
placed him safely on the woolsack.”
